The Meteorological resulta found for Kingston are generally applicable to all tho 
low-lying land round theshores of Jamaica ; but of course the temperature 
on the hills and mountains in the interior. The rate of decrease is much the same 
aa in other countries, namely : about 1° F. for every 300 feet of clevation ; but as 
Max., Mean and Min. temperature, have to be considered, it will be as well to give 
the following table :—

DESCRIPTION OF JAMAICA, POPULATION, &o. 
(By the fate Thomas Harrison, Surveyor-General.) 


‘Tue Island of Jamaioa is situated between 17° 48’ and 18° 82° N, lat, 

76° 1Y and 78° 20’ 60" W. long., about 6,000 miles to the south-woet o£

From itscentral situation as regards the other West Indian Islands and the 
fact of its being in the direct tack between Europe, the United States and the 
Isthmus of Panama, Jamaica cannot but furnish advantages and conveniences 
for tride and commorce between those points which aro not to be found 

here, Should a ship canal uniting the Atlanticand Pacific ever be con- 
stricted Jamaien will undoubtedly be a necessary branch of that enormous

JUDICIAL AND LEGAL. 


SUPREME COURT OF JUDIGOATURE. 
Ur to 1879 the Supreme Court of Judicature of this island was but a Coart 
of Oommon Law, although under various statutes it a jietion 
in bankraptey, and in several other matters sp sptaeDy. Tn the 
year uboye-namoed it underwent a reconstruction an fates ‘comolidate® wid 
it the High Court of Chancery, the Incumbered Estates Cas Court of 
Ordinary, the Court of Divoree and Matrimonial Causos, the Court of 
peceroey, and the Circuit Courts, 

The Court consixts of a Chief Justice and two Puisne Judges, the Chief Jum 
tice being President, ‘The two Puisne Judges rank according to the dater 
of their appointment, All the Judea must be mombers of the Bar of Bag 
land, Treland or Scotland, of at leust five years standing. 

‘The full Court holds a sexsion in Kingston 6 times 4 year, in the monthe: 
of January, March, May, July, September and November, A 
sitting of the full Court may at any time be ay polaien by the Chie€ Justine: 

“Pxcept in relation to the mattars spec clfted in sootions 31 and 82 of the 
Judicature Law and to causes and matters one than of an interloeutery 
nature) under the Divorce Law, a single Judge sitting in Courtorin Chat 
bers may exercise the jurisdiction and. powers of the full Court: Provided! 
that such Judge may at any time, if he shall think fit, rofor any matter be: 
fore him for the consideration of the full Court." 

‘The following are the Rales* with regard to the business of the several 
divisions of the Court :-— 

(1.) The duties of the Cireuit Courts shall bo performed by the Judger

THE CHURCH OF ENGLAND IN JAMAICA. 
Tar carly history of the Church of England in Jamaica from its establish- 
ment in 1662 under the Deputy Governombip of Sir Charles Lyttleton up: 
to the year 1866, the time of the innugurntion of Crown Government, has 
eon published in previous numbers of the Jamaica Handbook, and to 
‘these the reader is referred for such information os he needs prior to the 
advent in Jamaica of Sir John Peter Grant, 

Law 30 of 1870, which was pussod by the Legislntive Council, “regu. 
Inted the disestablishment and the gradual disondowment of tho Church of 
Bngland in this Ieland, and authorized a constitution to be formed for tho 
foture government of the Church on the voluntary principle; gave power 
to Her Majesty, whenever the proper time arrived, to incorporate by char 
ter the duly appointed representatives of the Church Communion, after 
which incorporation the Governor would have the power to vest in such 

rate Body all Church property."* ‘The Law also made provision 
“for the continuance of their stipends to those Clergymen upon the late 
Establishment who éhould continue in the due discharge of their eoolesias- 
tical duties as members of the voluntary communion.”* The Law was 
framed on the Canadian and Lrish precedente.

PAROCHIAL INFORMATION, 


THE PARISHES, 
Kixasrox: Topography.—Kingston is the capital of the Island of Jamaica» 
and is the largest and most important commercial town in the Britich Wost 
Indies. It covers, with its suburbs, an area of about 1,080 acros, and is 
beautifully situated on regularly sloping ground on the northern shores of 
the harbour bearing its name. 

‘The streets, at right angles to the sea, were originally Inidout by compass 
north andsouth ; those parallel to the general run of the shore lino, east and 
west; but, in consequence of the variation of the compass, the north and 
south stroots now have a bearing of north two degrees east, and the east ond 
‘wort strocts bear north-west and south-east eighty-cight degrees; it will, 
therefore, bescen that these streets are at right angles with each other, 

‘Thelandon which Kingston stands has a genoral slope to the sea of about 
GOfect por milo, orabout one in 53} feet, and must originally havohad e uni- 
formsmovth surface, butin consequence of formornoglect,in permitting flood 
‘waters to flow down the north and south streots, they are now so worn as to 
‘be much below the general Jevel ; the uniform surface has, therefore, boon do- 

In consequence of this depression of the northandsouth streets, che: 
‘ast and wont atreets now furnish an irregular suction at their intersections. 
‘Stroot, running north and south, was originally thecentre ofthe town 
‘and laid out at 66 feot wide ; Queon Strect, also 66 feet wide, was the contre

‘Tus Department has charge of the following establishment 

1. The Botanic Garden, Castleton, in the Parish of St. Mary on the road 
connecting Kingeton with Annotto Bay, ninotegn miles from ton and 
eleven from Annotto Bay, contains a large colloction of ee Harte, 
The chief features are the palmetum and a collection of economic, ante and. 
fruit trees, Elevation 580 foot, Annual mean temperature 76.1° Pah, 
Av wonual minfall 113.15 inches for 25 yenre, 

2. The Hill Gordens, in the parish of St, Andrew on tho slopes of the 
Blue Mountains, about 20 miles from Kingston, by way of Gordon Town, 
lio in the contre of un immense district khortly to be opened up by meana of 
driving roads, 

The Garden was first established by Sir J. P. Grant for experiments with 
Cinchona, which was so successfully grown that the Government realised 
about £17,000 by the sale of bark, until the price fell in consequonco of the

Vegetables have also been grown, and instructions given in their cultivas 
tion, «o that they are now produced in large quantities by all the sottlone 
round.

In addition to the main roads above-mentioned which are for the most 
part the original main roads of the colony, there are nearly 1,000 milos of 
connecting roads recently constituted main roads, giving easy access to all 

‘of the island. The prinoipal ones form connection actoes the island 
mm north to south, and among other more important and may be noted 
those leading to the Santa Cruz mountains in St. Blizabeth. 

Driving roads are now being constructed from the Liguanoa Plains, north 
of Kingston, by way of the military cantonment at Newenstlo across the 
main ridge at Hardware Gap (over 4,000 foot high) to connoct with Buff 
Bay on the northside, and other high hill carriags ronds in the interior of 
the parishes of St. Andrew and St. Thomas are about to be built, Thero 
roads will afford the traveller some of the most splendid scenery to be had 
anywhere on easily travelled road.
